To consequence of the Govern- 
ment keeping alt military com- 
muniques strictly secret and 
prohibiting the press from 
publishing military newa,.many 
rumours hare been current during 
the Inst two or threa days. It is 
stated that Kochow city on the 
south-west front has been cap- 
tured by the Kwangsi forces and 
that Linbsin, a district on the 
north river, has also fallea. 


A report from Wauchow states 
that the Kwangsi forces on the 
west front ara only adopting a 
defensive attitade but are attack- 
ing an the north and south-west 
fronta. On these last two frocts 
the Cantonese forces are weaker 
than at Waochow and ara also 
constantly troubled by gangs of 
bandi s.

Telegraphic reports from Lin- 
shan near the border of Rwangsi 
inform us that hostilities between 
the Kwangsit and Cantonese 
troops have bagun and fightiag 
bas been going on for 3 days, the 
result of which has not yet been 
learned. The attack was made 
by the KEwangsi troops, but 
the Cantonese troops stationed 
there are sufficient to with- 
stand the onslaught of che 
invaders.

MINERS’ EXECUTIVE'S CALL FOR GENERAL 


Q London, June 18, 

The Miners’ Executive to-day decided to ask all Trade Usioas 
affected in wage disputes to meet them shortly with the, dbject of 
taking national actlon with the miners to secure their matnal de- 
mands. Mr, Hodges said that this implied a genera} atrike if the 
other Unions agreed. The decision of the Miners’ Executive to 
appeal for a general strike has come as a bombshell ard makes the 
coat deadlock worse than ever. The Government's grant autama- 
tically lapses and the miners no longer have the opportunity of 
resuming with an initial reduction not exceeding-one florin daily. 
The position of the Executive is embarrassing, as they are aware 
that there is a movement ir the coalflelds in favour of resumption 
despite the ballot, wherein only sixty-four. per cent of the miners 
voted. In view ef the Triple Allance failure it is not considered 
likely that other Unions contemplate a stoppage. The result of the 
miners’ ballot astonished even the Executive of the Federation. 
indicating that the men ace still edstinate om the subject of the 
question on which the strike was first declared, namely, a national 
pool, Nevertheless the owners are opening the pits on Monday, 
believing that numbers of men will resume, if aot immeriately 
certainly during the week. Mr, Lloyd George informed Mr. Hodges 
that the Governmert's offer of agsistance of £10.000.000 cannot be 
renewed after to-morrow. . . 


THE ANGLOJAPANESE ALLIANCE.

British Committee's Report. 

A white Paper has beon issued 
giving’ tho report (dated February 
23) ot the Committee appointed 
on May 17. 1930, to collect in- 
formation on Russia. Tha.Com- 
mitted was presided over by Lord 

mmoatt. 

After a wide survey of tha 
the conditions, the Committea 
stata. 

With regard to the resumption 
of trade between Russia and 
other countries, we have formed 
the following conclusions -— 


(0D We ate convinced that’ for 
the economic equilibrium of the 
world exports from Russia are a 
most important factor to the 
European market. 

(2) We do uot, however, cop- 
sider that Russia will be io a 
position to make its contribution 
towards tho relief of Earope for a 
considerable time ta come. 

(3) There can be no quastion of 
the export of cereala in the im- 
mediate future, owing to— 

(a) The primary necessity of 
restoring to the Russian people a 
sufficiency of food to maintain 
health aud strength. 

(b> The tack’ of agricultural 
machinery and fertilizers. 

(c) The diminution in the ares 
of the land under cultivation, 
which is given by M. Farbman in 
ts articles in the wWunchester 
Guardian a3 483 per cant. 

(d) The necessity for restoring 

to the peasants an adequate in- 
centive ifthe land which has 
fallen out ‘of cultivation is to be 
reclaimed. 
" () The impossibility of restor- 
ing to the peasant an adequate 
incentive to agricultural produc- 
tion uoril industrial production 
has been restored and the peasant 
ig in a position to receive from 
the town the manufactured goods 
and articles of common necessity 
which he needs. . 

It is our conviction that there 
is no possibility of the economic 
regeneration of Russia in the near 
future without the assistance of 
capitalist countries. Our conclu- 
sions. with regard to the render- 
ing of such assistance are guided’ 
by the following considerstions:—

in Rassia; but in other countries, 
is the deliberate aim aod pnrpose 
of the Russian Communist Party.

Plans for its Restoration. 


The Hamburg correspandent 
of the Duily Chronrle, supplies 
some remarkable particulars of 
Germany’s plans to establish her 
shipping ‘industry. 

After outlining the general 
conditions, the correspondent pro- 
ceeds :— 

Everywhere I saw a good deal 
.of building activity. The Weser, 
from which 47 per cent. of 
Germany's new shipscame in the 
period of 1909-13, is beginning to 
look something like her old self 


again. . 

I found the big Weser Company 
employing nearly 12,000 men and 
building 23 ships, passenger and 
freight vessels, for the North 

. German Lloyd, the Neptune and 
Hansa Lines. The Horn Co., of 
Lubeck, has. just Jaunched its 
firss post-war sbip the Horncap, 
with a carrying capacity of 

- 4,150 tons. 

The Vulcan Works at Vege- 
Back, near Bremen, are jus? finish- 
ing two sbips, the Bayern and the 
Wuartemberg, each vf 12,000 tons, 
for the Hamburg- Amprica’s South 
American service. 

Three other similar. ships have 

been bagua, and at the Dautschs 
Werft in Hamburg there is the 
Niedorwald, 7,350 tons, nearly 
ready for the same service. 

The Vulcan Works, by the way, 
made « profit of M.13£5,000 in 
1912 (dividend & per cent.), and 
of MM.2,071,000 in 1920 (dividend 
12 per cent). M.6,000,000 is to ba 
devoted during the coming year 
to the renewal and modern- 
isation of machinary, etc. 
“The business of the 
year bas been quite brisk,” says 
the anoual report, “and much 
Tepairing work was done, includ- 
ing some from England! r 

The Vulcan Works isa branch 
of the Thyssex Trust, and it is 
interesting to note te what an 
extent the big industrials are 
interested in shippiaog. Herr 
Stinnes has his own big company. 
The important West Gorman 
mining concero, the Lothringer 
Geworkschaft (the Funke Group), 
has acquired the Kogmos Shipping 


AGENTS, 


Line, the main trading “territory” 
of which is tne west coast of South 
Amorica, and which, by its agree- 
ment with the Gorman-Australian 
Line, shares in Pacific trade. 

The Henockel von. Donners- 
marx Upper Silesian mining 
concern and the hig Phoenix coal 
aod iron trust are both goips to 
acquire large shipbuilding’ in- 
terests. Thus the question of the 
supply of raw material will be- 
come less serious. 

Then there is the subject of the 
fature policy of the great com- 
panies. Here the “mo: d'ordre,” 
too, is combination of far-reach- 
ing agreements belween ‘great. 
shipping interests.

It first 
came toan agreement with the 
Unaited States Mailship Co. of 
New York, by which it be» 
came that -company’s agent 
for Central Europe, a very 
lucrative agency; and, by the 
agreemant, it will, too, put its 
own ships, to the extent of 200,000 
tons,on the New York, Boston, 
Baltimore, and South American 
services.

¢ontro). 

The company’s agreement with 
the Kerr Line (by which the 
Hamburg-U.S.4. and the Ham- 
burg-River Plate servicea are 
taken up again} led to a much 
more important agraement with 
the Harriman concern, Like the 
N.G.L, the Hamburg-America 
also works with Mesars. Holt and 
Messrs. 
nall. 

The “Hamburg- America Line 
lost nearly 1,250,000 tons of ship- 
ping a3 a result of the war,and it 
now employs 3,500 man instead 
of 22,000 in 1914. But it has 
been very carefully managed, 
and every opportunity for doing 
aay kind of business has -been 
taken advantage of; and’ tha 
tesult is that its losses from 
1914 to 1918 only amounted to 
M.237,266, 

In 1919 it made a net profit of 
321,640,000, and paid 2 dividend 
of 8 per cent. on M.180,000,000. of 
capital; in 1920 jts profita. were 
M17, 140,000," and 
again 8 per cent. 

{t is rapidiy extending ita in- 
teresta in all directinns. It has 
agreements with ship machine 
building concerns, air companies 
and travel organisations; it 
owns hotels; ‘is interested in 
marine insurance compsnies, and 
has acquired the German Lovant 
Ling, which is worth M.30,000,000. 

Here are some detaits of other 
important companies :-— 

The Neptune Line.—Capital 
M.15,000,000. Had 76 vessels

(29,658 tons) in service, mostly 
chartered.

British Consul Appealed to. 


On Jone 16th the SS. “Ko 
Chow” flying the British flag, was, 
says the Ganton Times, stopped 
atthe searching station by officers 
appointed to search all vesaels 
plying up sad down ‘the West 
River’ The Captain refused to 
permit the searching party to go 
aboard the vessel and as these 
officers refused to let the steamer 
proceed, the Captain steamed 
back to the Customs station end 
wired to the British Consul 
in Canton. Shortly afterwards, a 
British gunboat “that had been 
lying up the River, appeared upon 
the scene. But this evident ‘at- 
tempt at intimidation did not 
frighten "tbe ‘Chinese officers as 
they had explicit instruction not 
to let any steamer pass 
without first being searched for 
contraband. After considerable 
parley Captain Hunt of the British 
Gunboat. suggested the search be 
made in conjunction with the Fe- 
gularexamination by the Customs 
authorities. This was agreed upon 
and the special officers with some 
of the Customs staff thoroughly 
searched | the — vessel.’ 
steamer was-then given a pase 
to proceed up river. Captain 
Hunt proceeded immediately to 
Canton to confer with the British 
Consul General in order that 
some arrangement cauld be made 
whereby the regulations of the 
Kwangtung Government would 
be met with the least possible 
del’y to'steamers.

Tt was also docided to telegraph 
tothe Peking Minister of Foreign 
Affairs and the Chinese Minister 
at the Court of St. James ip 
similar terms to the above tele- 
grams, end to ask the local British 
Chamber of Commerce to give 
support by telegraphing te the 
British Government’ placing 
before it the views of the Chinese 
business yoen. In connection 
with the latter it was. recalled 
that in 1919 the British Chamber, 
at its annual meeting, decided 
renewal of the 


Alliance.

In connection with the above, 
the Shanghuc Journal of Commerce 
published a telegram’ from Chen 
Lu, Chinese Minister to France, 
to the Peking Government stat- 
ing that the French people were 
opposed to the Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance. The French Government 
is unofficially opposed toit, states 
the message, and it has been pro- 
posed that a Sino-Freach Alliance 
be entered into to offset the 
Anglo-Japanese one.

COMPLETE UNION IN 
TIME? 


Mr. Chamberlain on the 
Coalition. 
' Mr. Austen Chamberlain was 
the guest of the New Members’ 
Coalition Group at a Juacheon at 
the House of Commons. 

Sir Ernest Wild, K.C.,’ MP. 
who presided, proposed ‘the 
health of the guest. He said 
that Mr. Chamberlain was a man 
to xbom they owed a loyalty 
equa! to that which they owed to 
the Prime Minister—a loyalty 
which-was devoted but spontan- 
eous. They were not party 
slaves. They wanted to support 
both their leaders, and Mr. 
Chamberlain would have to con- 
vince them by argument, and not 
to chastise their political bodies 
with whips. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Chamberlain, responding, 
said that he had « profound be- 
lief that parties grew rather than 
that they were made; that any- 
body could create a party, for a 
party need not consist: of any 
great number. (Laughter.} He 
remembered his tasher observing 
once that he thought there was 
nothing men could not do if two 
or three. were were united, and 
that he all his life had belonged 
to» party of one, and tbat differ- 
ed amongst itself. (Laughter.) 
It was easy enough to creste 
something which was called a 
party and to give it a feeble 
existence, A ‘national’ party 
could-atise only—ou nation 
needs. It was not the creation 
of o4e man's miad.~ o 

The amount of service which 
any party could render to the 
country would ‘depend ‘upon the 
naturalness of its growth and the 
spontaneity of the moverment. 
He did not venture to prophesy, 
but he would not surprised if the 
Coalition which was formed in 
the war, ifits course could run 
freely and. naturally, and if they 
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were not over-ha ty, led in time 
to a complete union, bringing to- 
gether in one party men of 
different positions, of different 
policies, ‘of different schools of 
political thought, who yet found 
thatia the new world which we 
were confronted the fundamental 
conditions on which they were 
agreed were infinitely more im- 
portant than the minor matters 
on which they were not agreed. 
It would be profoundly unwise tn 
hurry the natural development of 
events, Let that come. which 
would. It would be the natural 
result of the progress of political 
controversy and the development 
of new forces and the raising of 
new questions and of the free 
play. of their constitutional 
liberties and of the innate politic- 
al sensa of the Britian people. 
All be urged was tha! both sec- 
tions of the Coalition should 
always have that possibility in 
mind. They should not allow 
themselves to bs deterred from 
cooperation with old opponents 
by any narrow prejudices arising 
bur should 
recognize that the war bad altered 
the whole political outlook. 

THE CHALLENGE TO BE MET. 

After protesting against the 
assumption that the Labour 
Party was authorized by the 
working men asa body to speak 
their minds on political issues, 
Mr. Chamberlain said that wha:- 
ever might be the future of the 
Coalition, be was inclined to 
think that none of those present 
would see the end of it. Unless 
they of the Coalition stood to- 
getber now in the same: spirit 
which brought them together, 
unless they actively organized 
and actively taught, the nation 
would ba confronted with perils 
more dangerous, because far 
more insidious, than those of the 
Great War. What was at stake 
was the natural development and 
the maintenance of free Paslia- 
mentary institutions, which were 
challenged by outside action, at- 
tempting not to convertthenation 
through the authorized channels, 
‘but by & new political gospel 
to drive the nation and Parlia- 
ment at the bidding of a minority 
into a course which their reasoa 
and their judgment alike “con- 
demned. There were those who 
would willingly try to make each 
part of the Coalition suspicious 
ofthe other. He did not think 
they would be caught by such 
traps. .He hoped and believed 
that.as long as thoy saw that by 
the means of the Coalition they 
could render greater ‘service to 
the country than by any r5e- 
currence to the old party divi- 


sions, the Coalition sould coa-| - 


tinue. When the Coalition ceased 
to serve the national interest, if 
ever it did then he, as everyone 
else in it, would be glad to see it 
terminated. . (Cheors.)
